ASBYU  Executive  Vice-president  Jon  Ferguson,  the  chief 
proponent  of  the  measure,  delivered  the  results  to  the 
Executive  Council  during  its  regular  meeting  yesterday 
evening.

Fletcher  was  also  listed  by  the  Los 
Angeles  Times  education  editor  as  one  of 
the  top  two  contenders  for  the 
chancelorship  at  the  University  of 
California  at  San  Diego,  a school  with  a 
student  body  of  5,600. 

The  son  of  Dr.  Harvey  Fletcher,  the 
world  renowned-  physicist  and  father  of 
stereophonic  sound,  James  Fletcher 
attended  BYU  from  1937  to  1939. 

At  51,  Fletcher  has  been  a practicing 
physicist,  an  aerospace  company  executive 
and  an  active  consultant  to  the  old  national 
Advisory  Committee  for  Aeronautics 
(NASA’s  predecessor),  the  Defense 
Department  and  the  President’s  Science 
Advisory  Committee. 


Communists  attack 


Officials  in  both  Saigon  and  Washington 
continued  to  say  the  1 6-day  Laos  campaign 
was  going  well  and  on  schedule  despite 
rising  U.S.-South  Vietnamese  casualties  anu 
American  helicopter  losses.  A Saigon 
spokesman  reported  that  South 
Vietnamese  forces  were  stopped  16  miles 
inside  Laos  for  the  seventh  consecutive  day 
and  that  there  were  no  immediate  plans  for 
an  advance. 

(Laird  spoke  at  a news  conference  with 
Lt.  Gen.  John  W.  Vogt,  Chief 
Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Joint 
Chiefs  of  Staff.  Vogt  said  the  South 
Vietnamese  offensive  was  halted  “to  study 
enemy  reactions”  and  that  the  push  would 
be  extended  if  the  North  Vietnamese  in 
Laos  shift  supply  movements  farther  west 
toward  the  South  Vietnamese  border.) 

U?S.  military  sources  said  the  main  body 
of  South  Vietnam’s  16,000-man  task  force 
in  Laos  had  neared  the  limit  of  U.S. 
artillery  support  from  howitzers  dug  in 
along  the  Laotian  border.  U.S.  artillery 
men  are  barred  from  entering  Laos  under 
President  Nixon’s  policy  of  not  committing 
American  ground  units  to  the  offensive. 

Sepone,  an  important  Communist  supply 
center  and  transfer  point  on  the  Ho  Chi 
Minh  Trail  27  miles  inside  Laos,  was 
originally  announced  by  President  Nguyen 
Van  Thieu  as  the  main  objective  of  the 
South  Vietnamese  offensive.  The  deadline

SAIGON  (UP!)  — Communist  gunners 
attacked  South  Vietnamese  forces  on  both 
sides  of  the  Laos  border  Wednesday, 
hitting  the  main  base  in  South  Vietnam  for 
Saigon’s  offensive  against  the  Ho  Chi  Minh 
Trail  and  stopping  U.S.  helicopters  from 
helping  another  isolated  unit  in  Laos. 

The  offensive  has  been  stalled  for  a 
week.

“The  purpose  of  the  operation  is  not  to 
occupy  territory  but  to  disrupt  the  enemy 
supply  lines  and  make  the  enemy  supply 
difficult,”  the  Saigon  spokesman  said  in 
announcing  that  the  drive  was  stalled.  He 
did  not  rule  out  an  advance  by  the  South 
Vietnamese  force  at  a later  date.

The  tragedy  of  Kent  State  University  was  a mixture  of  “accidents” 
and  miscalculations,  coupled  with  deliberate  attempts  by  student  and 
professional  revolutionaries  to  destroy  the  university,  according  to 
Pulitzer  Prize-winning  author  James  A.  Michener. 

Michener  has  written,  on  commission  from  The  Reader’s  Digest,  a 
massive  interpretive  study  of  the  events  that  culminated  in  the  killing  of 
four  Kent  State  students  last  May.  A 30,000-word,  two-part 
condensation,  “Kent  State  — Campus  Under  Fire,”  will  appear  in  the 
Digest's  March  and  April  issues. 

Among  the  most  telling  accidents  was  the  absence  of  Kent  State’s 
presdent.  Dr.  Robert  I.  White,  who  had  gone  to  a meeting  in  Iowa  just 
before  trouble  started  on  Friday  night  (May  1).  In  his  absence,  the 
university  was  administered  by  four  vice  presidents,  none  of  whom  was 
in  clear  charge.  Throughout  the  long  weekend,  the  university  was 
without  firm  control,  leaving  crucial  decisions  to  be  made  by  city  and 
state  officials. 

Even  on  Sunday  morning,  after  two  days  of  riots  and  the  calling  of 
the  National  Guard,  Dr.  White,  who  had  been  “assured  by  his  associates 
that  his  presence  was  not  required  in  Kent,”  was  still  in  Iowa.  On  that 
morning,  Michener  writes,  “one  of  the  strangest  meetings  in  the  history 
of  American  education  was  taking  place.”  This  was  the  meeting 
between  Governor  James  A.  Rhodes  and  officials  of  the  city,  university 
and  law-enforcement  agencies. 

During  the  meeting,  Michener  reports,  the  four  Kent  State  vice 
presidents  were  not  even  seated  at  the  conference  table.  “Thus,  events 
which  would  ultimately  cause  a wave  of  strikes  and  protests  at  760 
American  colleges  and  universities  were  set  in  motion  at  a meeting 
without  the  direct  participation  of  a single  educator.” 

During  the  meeting,  Gov.  Rhodes  pressed  his  demand  that  the 
university  be  kept  open  at  all  costs.  The  only  dissenter  was  Portage 
County  prosecutor  Ronald  J.  Kane,  who  felt  that  keeping  Kent  State 
open  could  only  bring  worse  trouble. 

After  the  meeting,  Gov.  Rhodes  convened  a press  conference  and 
15  minutes  of  oratory,  which  included 
inflaming  emotions

“suddenly  launched  into 
remarks  that  would  be  quoted  across  the  nation 
wherever  they  were  heard.” 

Although  he  was  quoted  out  of  context— he  was  actually  speaking  of 
just  a few  revolutionaries— the  word  flashed  across  the  campus  and  the 
nation  that  he  had  called  students  “worse  than  Brown  Shirts  and 
communist  elements,  worse  than  night  riders  and  vigilantes.” 

“The  effect  on  the  campus  was  depressing,”  Michener  writes. 

One  surprise  of  the  weekend  was  the  total  absence  of  black  students 
from  the  rioting,  Michener  says.  Black  students  had  been  pressing  their 
own  grievances  at  Kent,  and  “most  observers  thought  that  they  would 
be  behind  any  trouble  that  weekend,”  he  writes.  But  black  student 
leaders  had  decided  against  taking  part.  Rudy  Perry,  a black  student, 
explained  why:  “We  know  that  when  a white  man  has  a gun  and  sees  a 
black,  he  gets  uptight— he  has  a compulsion  to  shoot.  And  the  black 
man  gets  shot.” 

Michener  gives  good  marks  to  Kent  State  officials  for  their  handling 
of  student  protests  prior  to  the  tragic  weekend.  He  notes,  for  example, 
that  in  1969  when  radical  leader  Rick  Erickson  led  a rally  that  ended  in 
brawling  with  university  police,  he  and  five  others  were  arrested  and 
tried,  four  of  them  spending  six  months  in  jail. 

“The  administration  did  everything  that  it  conceivably  could  to 
discipline  the  individual  SDS  (Students  for  a Democratic  Society) 
members  who  had  resorted  to  violence,  and  it  took  the  further  step  of 
banishing  the  SDS  itself  frpm  the  campus,”  Michener  writes. 

In  fact,  he  says,  “the  history  of  Kent  State  during  1968-69  is  a record 
of  the  unswerving,  often  brilliant  efforts  of  the  university”  to  contain 
the  attacks  emanating  from  communal  houses  used  as  headquarters  by 
radical  leaders. 

One  of  the  most  notorious  of  these  houses  was  Kent’s  grim  “Haunted 
House,”  which  served  as  the  model  for  the  setting  of  the  Alfred 
Hitchcock  horror  film',  “Psycho.”  In  1968,  Michener  reports,  the  house 
“became  the  local  center  for  SDS.”  According  to  one  student  who  lived 
there,  “Some  days  there  would  be  30  people  staying  there.  Some  of  the 
kids  are  now  on  the  ‘Wanted’  lists  of  the  FBI.” 

This  is  among  a number  of  factors  which  answer  the  question  of 
whether  outside  agitators  played  a role  in  the  events  of  Kent  State. 

Michener  reports  that  visitors  to  the  Haunted  House  and  other  Kent 

communes  included  such  revolutionaries  as  Bernardine  Bohrn  and  Mark 
Rudd,  both  now  under  indictment  in  bomb  plots,  and  Terry  Robins,  a 
member  of  SDS’s  Weatherman  faction,  who  is  believed  to  have  been 
killed  in  the  bomb  explosion  last  year  in  a Greenwich  Village,  N.Y. 
townhouse. 

“As  these  dedicated  revolutionaries  passed  through  Kent,  for  the  first 
time  in  its  history  the  stolid  university  rang  to  the  cries  of  student 
demonstrations,”  Michener  writes. 

Another  outsider  who  played  a role  in  fueling  conflict  between 
community  and  campus  at  Kent  was  Yippie  leader  Jerry  Rubin,  who 
spoke  to  some  2,000  Kent  State  students  in  April.  Among  his 
inflammatory  comments  were  these:  “The  most  oppressed  people  in 
this  country  are  not  the  blacks,  not  the  poor,  but  the'''white  middle 
class.  They  don’t  have  anything  to  stand  up  and  fight  against.  We  will 
have  to  invent  new  laws  to  break.” 

The  Yippie  leader  added  this  challenge:  “The  first  part  of  the  Yippie 
program  is  to  kill  your  parents.  And  I mean  that  quite  literally.  Our 
parents  are  our  first  oppressors.” 

Says  Michener,  “It  is  hard  to  imagine  a statement  more  poorly  timed 
or  more  certain  to  disturb  the  city  of  Kent.” 

Michener  notes  that  the  28,000  white  middle-class  citizens  of  the 
town  “played  as  important  a role  as  the  students  themselves”  in  the 
riot-torn  weekend.  At  Kent,  the  usual  “town-vs.-gown”  hostilities  were 
aggravated  by  a singular  feature:  the  main  tracks  of  the  Erie  & 
Lackawanna  railroad  run  smack  through  the  center  of  town.  Massive 
traffic  jams  occur  when  trains  go  by. 

The  “townies”  blame  the  students  for  the  jams  (“If  there  weren’t  so 
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many  damned  students  there  wouldn’t  be  so  many  cars.”)  and 
students  reciprocate  (“If  the  damned  town  would  build  a bridge  ' 
the  railroad  tracks,  the  jams  wouldn’t  happen.”). 

When  trouble  started  on  Frjday  night,  Michener  notes,  an  off-d 
patrolman  who  was  moonlighting  as  a watchman  in  a local  bar  issu< 
“Signal  25”— a call  which  summons  all  off-duty  police  officers  to 
station.  Mayor  LeRoy  Satrom  was  called  and  drove  to  the  scene  of 
riot.  North  Water  Street,  a block  in  the  center  of  town  where  a nun 
of  sleazy  bars  are  congregated. 

When  Mayor  Satrom  arrived,  he  “read  the  riot  act”— an  action  wl 
notifies  those  assembled  that  they  are  acting  unlawfully  and  n 
disperse.  This  incident  represented  the  first  official  act  by  the  tt 
against  the  students  and,  says  Michener,  “changed  the  complexioi 
that  night’s  activities.”  At  that  point,  arrests  of  students  began. 

Earlier,  Mayor  Satrom  had  notified  Governor  Rhodes’s  office 
telephone  that  Kent  police  might  need  National  Guard  assistance, 
before  matters  could  get  out  of  hand,  another  accident  took  place-|f 
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time  a benign  one.  An  electrical  repairman  near  the  riot  scene  was  < 
ladder  fixing  a traffic  signal,  when  a car  careened  into  his  tn 
knocking  the  ladder  away  and  leaving  the  repairman  hanging  from 
light.  Suddenly,  says  Michener,  everyone’s  attention  was  on  the  j 
dangling  in  the  air.  Cops  and  kids  joined  in  setting  up  rescue  teams,- 
when  the  repairman  was  finally  hauled  to  safety,  a student  recal  :: 
“we  heard  more  cheering  than  we  do  at  a football  game.” 

The  tension  broke,  the  crowd  dispersed— for  that  night. 

Saturday  was  a day  of  telephoned  bomb  threats,  false  fire  alarms 
violent  rumors,  Michener  reports.  “One  detective  told  Mayor  Sat 
that  he  had  spotted  two  carloads  of  agitators  coming  in  from  Chic^ 
The  Mayor  had  imposed  an  8 p.m.  to  6 a.m.  curfew  on  the  city, 
had  ordered  all  bars  and  liquor  stores  closed.  Still  the  rumors 
threats  continued,  and  at  5:30  p.m.  Satrom  called  the  National  Gu 
Five  minutes  later  Sylvester  del  Corso,  Adjutant  General  of  the  C 
Guard,  called  back  to  say  that  troops  would  be  available. 

Before  they  arrived,  however,  a mob  estimated  at  2,000  roared  di 
upon  the  ROTC  building,  their  single  objective  to  burn  it.

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Protection  granted 
media  in  libel  suits 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
Supreme  Court  today  granted 
news  media  added  protection 
from  libel  suits  by  political 
officials  and  candidates  and  more 
leeway  in  interpreting  official 
documents. 

In  a new  series  of  opinions 
stemming  from  a 1964  ruling  in  a 
case  involving  a libel  suit  against 
The  New  York  Times,  the  court 
reversed  libel  judgments  against 
the  Concord,  N.H.,  Daily  Monitor, 
the  Ocala,  Fla.,  Star-Banner,  and 
Time  Magazine. 

The  court  held  in  the  newspaper 
cases  that  a charge  of  criminal 
conduct  against  an  official  or 


candidate  for  office  is  always 
relevant  to  his  fitness  for  office  in 
news  accounts. 

In  the  other  decision,  the  court 
dismissed  a libel  case  against  Time 
Magazine,  holding  that  failure  to 
use  the  word  “alleged”  in 
reporting  charges  contained  in  an 
“ambiguous”  government 
document  was  insufficient  to 
prove  malice. 

Justice  Potter  Stewart,  speaking 
for  the  majority  in  all  three  cases, 
emphasized  the  court  specifically 
was  not  making  the  word 
“alleged”  a superfluity  in 
published  reports  of  information 
damaging  to  a person’s  reputation. 


Suit  filed  by  Lindsay 


demanding  welfare  tab 


NEW  YORK  (UPI)  - Mayor 
John  V.  Lindsay  filed  a test  suit  in 
Federal  Court  Wednesday  to  force 
the  Federal  Government  to  pay 
the  city’s  entire  $1.9  billion 
annual  welfare— the  biggest  in  the 
nation. 

Lindsay  walked  from  City  Hall 
to  the  Federal  Court  House  to  file 
the  papers  and  pay  a $15  filing 
fee.  The  suit  challenges  the 
constitutionality  of  laws  that 
parcel  out  welfare  bills  among 
national,  state  and  federal 
governments. 

A City  Hall  spokesman  said  it 
was  possible  the  suit  could  be 
tried  before  a three-judge  federal 
panel  by  June.  Any  appeal,  he 
said,  could  be  heard  during  the 
next  term  of  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  which  begins  in  October. 

The  suit  charged  that  New  York 
City  is  discriminated  against 
because  it  is  mandated  to  provide 
29  per  cent  of  local  welfare  funds 
but  is  not  asked  by  the  state  or 
federal  governments  to  approve 
programs  or  even  review  them. 


The  city  also  is  backing  a bill  in 
the  state  legislature  which  would 
have  the  state  assume  all  the  city’s 
welfare  costs  and  a bill  in  the  U.S. 
Congress  which  would  have  the 
federal  government  take  over  all 
welfare  bills. 

Named  as  defendants  in  the  suit 
filed  Wednesday  were  Treasury 
Secretary  John  Conally  and  Eliott 
Richardson,  Secretary  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare.  Although 
Lindsay  filed  the  papers  himself, 
corporation  counsel  Lee  J.  Rankin 
is  expected  to  argue  the  case  with 
Lindsay  appearing  as  a witness  if 
necessary. 

The  city’s  welfare  bill  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30  will  be 
$1.9  billion  and  is  expected  to 
increase  in  fiscal  1971-72. 
Lindsay’s  position  is  that  the 
welfare  problem  is  a national,  not 
a local  one  because  it  developed 
after  World  War  II  as  the  result  of 
migrations  of  farm  workers  to  the 
city  and  a general  movement  of 
people  in  the  post-war  period. 


George  C.  Scott 

‘Patton’  star  declines 


TORREMOLINOS,  SPAIN 
(UPI)  — Actor  George  C.  Scott 
requested  that  his  name  once 
more  be  dropped  from  the  list  of 
nominations  for  this  year’s  Oscar 
Awards. 

Scott’s  publicity  agent  in  this 
southern  Spanish  resort  released 
the  text  of  his  refusal  sent  to  the 
Academy  of  Picture  Arts  and 
Sciences,  in  Hollywood. 

The  cable  message  read: 

“Once  again,  I respectfully 
request  that  you  withdraw  my 
name  from  the  list  of  nominees. 
My  persistence  in  this  matter  has 


been  generally  well  known  for 
some  10  years.  Please  understand 
that  my  request  is  no  way 
intended  to  denigrate  my 
colleagues,  who  saw  fit  to 
nominate  me.  Nor  is  it  intended 
to  insult  or  hurt  the  many 
talented  people  with  whom  and 
for  whom  I worked  on  “Patton.” 
Furthermore,  peculiar  as  it  may 
seem,  1 mean  no  offence  to  the 
Academ.y.  I simply  do  not  wish  to 
be  involved.  I will  not  attend  the 
award  ceremony,  nor  will  any 
approved  representative  of  mine 
attend.”

Computers  may 
be  translators 

Translation  of  foreign  languages 
by  computer  will  soon  be  a 
reality,  according  to  a professor  at 
BYU. 

Eldon  Lytle,  a BYU  professor 
of  linguistics,  has  been  working 
for  three  years  on  a theory  of 
computer  translation  which  has 
proved  adequate  in  preliminary 
tests. 

The  simple  sentence  translations 
progress  with  amazing  speed  from 
Russian  to  a numeric  language  and 
on  into  English.  Sixty  such 
printed  sentences  can  be 
translated  and  reprinted  in  English 
in  16  seconds.  Once  the  theories 
have  been  proved  using  English 
and  Russian,  other  languages  may 
be  substituted  with  comparative 
ease,  Mr.  Lytle  said. 

Many  prior  attempts  at 
computer  translations  have  been 
unsuccessful,  he  said. 

“We  keep  giving  the  computer 
harder  and  harder  problems  to  see 
how  much  water  the  theory  will 
hold,  and  when  the  theory  begins 
to  prove  inadequate  we  revise  it 
and  start  testing  over  again.” 

Translation  through  the 
computer  is  a process  which  has 
been  deemed  impossible  by  many 
experts,  due  to  the  difficulties 
involved  in  translating  idioms  and 
other  language  irregularities. 

He  noted  that  such  translations 
have  been  unsuccessful  because 
the  science  of  linguistics  has  not 
been  highly  developed.  The  first 
attempts  at  computer  translation 
brought  about  the  ‘‘modern 
grammar”  concept,  and 
subsequent  attempts  have 
furthered  the  growth  of  the 
science. 

Research  along  this  line  has 
generally  advanced  linguistic 
knowledge  to  a large  extent 
because  “the  computer  must  be 
told  what  to  do,  and  in  order  to 
give  the  proper  directions  you 
must  find  out  everything,”  Mr. 
Lytle  said.

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BYU  prepares  for  challenges 
from  Sim  Devils  and  Wildcats

The  BYU  basketball  team  will 
take  to  the  hardwoods  of  the 
Fieldhouse  for  the  last  time  this 
season  when  the  Mountain  Cats 
play  host  to  Arizona  and  Arizona 
State  over  the  weekend.

The  Sun  Devils  are 
atop  the  WAC  standings  with  a 
7-3  mark. 

Thus  with  the  added  incentive 
of  playing  at  home,  plus  the  fact 
that  when  BYU  ventured  into 
Arizona,  the  Sun  Devils  were 
leading  the  WAC.  Now  the 
situation  is  reversed  and  ASU 
comes  to  Provo  in  the  top  Tpot. 

This  year  for  the  Cougars  has 
been  one  of  ups-and-downs.  The 
Mountain  Cats  have  knocked  over 
three  nationally  ranked  teams,  but

BRUSSELS,  BELGIUM  (UPI)  - 
The  American  leader  of  the 
militant  Jewish  Defense  League 
(JDL)  was  ordered  expelled  from 
Belgium  Wednesday  after  being 
held  by  security  police  as  a 
possible  danger  to  law  and  order. 

The  expulsion  of  Rabbi  Meir 
Kahane,  38,  came  a few  hours 
after  the  world  conference  on 
Soviet  Jewry,  which  is  currently 
holding  a meeting  in  Belgium, 
barred  the  New  York  rabbi  from 
addressing  it. 

Bertrandt  Zweibon,  an  attorney 
for  the  JDL,  told  newsmen  that 
Kahane  planned  to  read  a 
statement  to  the  conference 
which  included  demands  that  “the 
life  of  each  Soviet  Representative 
in  the  West  should  be  made 
intolerable.  Cultural  exchanges 
must  be  called  off.  We  must 
declare  an  economic  boycott  of 
Soviet  goods  and  interrupt  and 
threaten  by  public  action  and  by 
demonstrations  all  sources  of 
East-West  rapprochement.” 

The  Belgian  Justice  Ministry 
announced  that  Kahane  told

mass  killing 


Belgian  Security  Police  while 
undergoing  questioning  that  he 
had  refused  to  promise  he  would 
not  try  to  enter  the  conference 
despite  its  decision  to  bar  him. 

Kahane  was  convicted  just 
Tuesday  in  New  York  of 
obstructing  justice  and  disorderly 
conduct  during  a 1969  protest 
demonstration  near  the  Soviet 
Mission  to  the  United  Nations. 

A Justice  Ministry  statement 
said  “the  organizers  of  the 
conference  had  advised  that  Mr. 
Kahane  was  not  a participant  in 
the  conference  and  that  they  had 
given  their  security  services  strict 
instructions  not  to  let  him  into 
the  Palais  des  Congres  for  fear  he 
would  disturb  order  there. 

“Questioned  by  Belgian 
authorities,  he  stuck  to  the 
intention  of  trying  to  address  the 
conference  and  therefore  the 
Minister  of  Justice  was  forced  to 
expel  him  temporarily  from  the 
country.” 

The  BegUan  announcement  did 


not  say  when  Kahane  would  h 
or  to  where  he  would  be  sent.

GENEVA  (UPI)  - A United 
Nations  investigative  committee 
today  accused  South  Africa  and 
Rhodesia  of  acts  of  genocide 
against  Africans. 

It  also  claimed  Portugal,  in  its 
African  territories,  carries  out 
mass  executions  and  other  forms 
of  collective  punishment  and  uses 
chemical  weapons  in  reprisals 
against  freedom  fighters. 

The  charges  were  contained  in  a 
report  to  the  U.N.  Commission  on 
Human  Rights  at  its  27th  annual 
session  here. 

They  were  made  by  the 
commission’s  ad  hoc  working 
group  of  experts  which  for  four 
years  has  investigated  aspects  of 
human  rights  in  Southern  Africa.

even  he  has  forgotten. 

Mrs.  Schuttler’s  accent  sounds 
more  European  than  Spanish,  and 
she  explains  that  both  per  parents 
were  Danish. 

She  has  been  an  executive 
secretary  for  some  of  the  large 
companies  in  Chile  for  the  past  20 
years.  Now  she  is  a journalism 
student  at  BYU. 

She  hopes  to  be  instrumental 
someday  in  bringing  the  Church 
News  to  South  America  in  a 
Spanish  edition.

“They  made  rice  and  put  gravy 
on  top.  That’s  what  they  eat,”  she 
said.

Free  radio 
writer  freed 


NEW  YORK  (UPI)  - Fred 
Eidlin,  a former  writer  for  Radio 
Free  Europe  sentenced  to  four 
years  in  a Czechoslovakian  prison 
for  espionage,  today  was  enroute 
to  the  United  States  after  serving 
one  month  in  jail. 

Eidlin,  28,  was  freed  without 
explanation  early  today  and 
ordered  expelled  from  the 
country  by  Czech  officials.  The 
American  student  immediately 
took  off  for  Amsterdam  where  he 
changed  planes  for  the  flight  to 
New  York. 

Eidlin,  a native  of  Rochester, 
N.Y.,  declined  to  comment  on  his 
espionage  trial  during  his  brief 
stopover  in  Amsterdam  but 
indicated  he  would  make  a 
statement  on  his  arrival  in  the 
United  States. 

“First  I want  to  ponder  my 
impressions  and  perhaps  I will 
make  a statement  when  arriving  in 
the  United  States,”  Eidlin  said. 

Eidlin  was  arrested  last  July  and 
charged  with  subversion  against 
Czechoslovakia.  On  Dec.  18,  1970 
a criminal  court  sentenced  him  to 
four  years  in  jail  on  the  charge. 
His  work  for  Radio  Free  Europe 
in  West  Germany  in  1968  and 
1969  was  cited  at  his  trial  as  an 
act  of  subversion. 

Eidlin  had  been  held  in  Prague’s- 
Pankrac  Prison  since  his  arrest.
